PRESIDENTS  ADDRESS 

The  following  pages  will  show  in  detail  a  most  gratifying  and  encouraging 
year's  work.  Never  in  the  history  of  the  Institution  has  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment had  as  much  reason  to  be  both  grateful  and  hopeful.  The  reports  of  the 
various  departments  are  sufficiently  clear  without  recapitulation.  A  few 
facts  are,  however,  worth  bringing  prominently  before  your  notice. 

Although  good  work  has  been  done,  and  is  being  done,  there  still  remains 
the  fact  that  much  more  could  be  done,  and  many  more  of  the  helpless  poor 
made  comfortable  for  the  remainder  of  their  days,  providing  there  were  greater 
accommodation  for  their  admission.  Our  present  plant  is  in  excellent  con- 
dition. The  cleanliness  and  order  of  the  building  and  grounds,  the  sanitation, 
nursing,  dietary,  etc.,  are  above  reproach.  The  patients  are  cheerful,  happy, 
and  contented.  Our  one  regret  is,  that  we  are  not  able  to  make  room  for  the 
manv  applicants  who  are  vainly  seeking  admission. 

It  is  our  earnest  desire  to  erect  a  new  wing,  providing  accommodation  for 
private  ward  patients,  and  also  making  provision  for  comfortable  quarters 
for  our  stafiF  of  nurses.  In  this  way  our  revenue  would  be  increased,  and 
we  would  also  have  greater  space  in  our  present  building 

The  present  kitchen  is  also  inadequate  to  the  growing  demands  of  the 
work.  Plans  have  been  drawn  up  for  the  erection  of  one  which  will  be 
modem  and  convenient,  and  will  include  cold  storage.  Over  this  it  was 
decided  to  erect  rooms  for  the  male  help,  and  in  this  way  make  room  for 
several  more  patients  in  the  main  building.  To  do  all  this  requires  funds 
Without  them  we  are  as  helpless  as  the  poor  creatures  we  are  trying  to  aid. 
I  leave  the  case  with  you  to  consider. 

During  the  past  year  "  The  Home"  has  been  remembered  by  many  kind 
friends.  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  their  assistance  and  kindly  criti- 
cism. 

To  all  those  who  have  faithfully  served  "  The  Home"  and  labored  within 
its  walls,  our  sincere  thanks  are  gratefully  tendered.

MEDICAL  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Management  oj  the  Toronto  Hospital  for  Incurables  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — It  becomes  my  pleasant  duty  on  this  occasion, 
and  on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Toronto  Hospital  for  Incurables,  to 
present  our  annual  report.  Coming  as  we  do  into  close  touch  with  the  objects 
of  the  Home,  and  also  having  ample  opportunity  for  observing  the  discipline 
and  decorum  of  the  inmates  and  the  house  staff,  as  well  as  the  cleanliness  and 
appointment  of  the  wards  and  corridors,  we  have  much  reason  to  congratulate 
you  upon  the  excellence  of  the  prevailing  conditions  which  enure  so  much  to 
the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  afflicted  ones  committed  to  your  care. 

There  were  in  the  Hospital  at  the  last  annual  meeting  131  patients.  There 
are  at  this  present  time  139,  showing  that  the  Hospital  is  providing  for  eight 
more  patients  now  than  it  did  at  this  period  last  year.  There  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  Home  40  patients.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  various  forms  of 
paralysis  and  rheumatism  are  accountable  for  most  of  these.  I  need  not 
occupy  your  time  by  giving  a  detailed  account  of  the  diseased  condition  of  each 
individual  case. 

There  have  been  28  deaths  during  the  year.  Of  these,  paralysis  claimed  11, 
cancer  6,  rheumatism  2,  diabetes,  eczema,  hip  disease,  varicose  veins,  sciatica, 
tuberculosis,  bronchitis,  heart  disease,  and  dropsy,  each  one.     From  the  fol- 
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lowing  comparative  table,  covering  the  last  three  years,  it  will  be  observed  that 
there  has  been  a  gradual  recession  in  the  death  rate.

"We  naturally  infer  that  this  condition  is  being  brought  about  by  bettet 
nursing,  care,  and  management  of  the  patients,  assisted  by  a  more  healthy  and 
salubrious  general  environment. 

It  would  seem  befitting  here  that  I  should  add  our  words  of  commendation 
for  the  Nursing  School  of  the  Institution,  and  enter  a  plea  for  better  equipment 
for  the  training  of  the  young  women  who  enter  our  halls  for  the  purpose  of  learn- 
ing how  to  nurse  and  care  for  the  sick.  It  was  a  hajipy  conception  that  brought 
into  existence  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  in  connection  with  this  institution. 
The  benefits  accruing  therefrom  are  very  marked  in  the  more  efficient  care  of 
the  sick  and  helpless.  May  we  venture  to  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  a  General  Hospital  will  be  established  in  this  vicinity,  or  indeed  within  the 
very  precincts  of  this  Institution,  and  managed  by  the  same  Board  of  Manage- 
ment, for  the  admission  of  a  limited  number  of  surgical  cases,  cases  of  acute 
disease,  and  also  containing  some  lying-in  wards,  in  order  that  the  equipment 
for  the  training  of  our  nurses  may  be  complete. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  our  deep  appreciation  of  the 
attention  given  to  their  duties  by  the  Lady  Superintendent,  the  Resident 
Physician,   and  other  members  of  the  house  staff.

LADY  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  Thirty-Second 
Annual  Report  of  the  various  departments  of  work  in  the  Toronto  Home  for 
Incurables. 

Philanthropy  is  a  product  of  civilization.  It  is  l>orn  of  intelligence,  and 
an  appreciation  of  the  needs  of  others.  What  can  appeal  more  to  the  sympa- 
thies than  a  walk  about  these  corridors,  and  a  look  into  the  patient  faces  of 
these,    our   hopelessly    "  shut-in." 

"  A  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body"  is  a  golden  gift.  In  meditating  upon 
this  thought,  we  are  led  to  make  comparisons.  We  have  forced  in  upon  our 
consciou.sness  the  fact  that  all  are  not  so  blessed  :  that  there  arc  those  upon  the 
framework  of  whose  body  and  the  clearness  of  whose  intellect  we  can  trace  the 
stamp  of  fatalism  which  is  so  awful  and  so  trying  to  the  faith  that  would  gladly 
see  the  hand  of  God  in  everything.  The  very  name  of  our  Institution  confronts 
us  with  the  fact  that  we  have  to  deal  with  the  sorely  stricken.  The  hand  of 
affliction  has  been  laid  very  heavily  uyxjn  them.  Most  of  them  have  labored 
well  for  others,  with  willing'hand  and  brain,  at  one  time  in  their  lives.  Through 
various  avenues,  adversity  and  disease  have  overtaken  them,  until  now  they 
must  be  cared  for  by  others.  How  great  a  field  we  have  here  to  inspire  these 
weary  and  distressed  ones  with  hope  and  cheer,  to  uplift  the  mind  that  has 
become  clouded  by  gloom  and  despair,  to  win  back  even  one  from  the  "  Slough 
of  Despond  "  !  In  doing  this,  are  we  not  doing  something  for  time  and  etemity, 
and  for  the  Master  whom  we  serve  ? 


,  rhirty-two  years  ago  this  Institution  was  founded  in  Faith.  Its  doors 
have  been  open  to  every  worthy  appHcant.  So  long  as  there  was  room  the 
hand  of  mercy  has  been  extended.  Every  year,  experience  of  the  utiHty  of  the 
Home  proves  a  fresh  incentive  to  the  Board  to  proceed  with  renewed  ardor, 
rejoicing  in  the  approbation  and  support  of  a  generous  and  benevolent  public, 
and  the  blessing  of  our  Heavenly  Father.  Many  of  our  most  liberal  contri- 
butors have  ceased  from  their  labors,  and  the  places  which  knew  them,  know 
them  no  more.     The  thinned  ranks  have  not  been  tilled. 

To  those  who  view  the  prosperous  side  of  our  work  only,  we  must  confess 
our  increased  expenses  caused  by  the  greater  number  assisted  and  the  advanced 
price  of  every  article  of  provision  and  household  requirements.  How  is  this 
large  family  to  be  maintained  under  these  circumstances  ?  We  need  assistance. 
We  require  an  increase  of  our  annual  subscriptions.  Will  you  not  trust  us  to 
be  your  almoners  in  this  peculiarly  interesting  exercise  of  Christian  charity  ? 
Who  has  not  experienced  that  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive  ? 

J^  Of  the  139  patients  whom  we  have  at  present,  85  are  absolutely,  free. 
These  receive  just  as  careful  nursing,  just  as  much  tenderness  and  care,  as  they 
would  were  they  paying  the  highest  price  for  a  private  ward.  They  are  kept 
clean  and  comfortable,  warm,  well-fed,  and  have  cheerful,  homelike  surroundings. 
We  invite  inspection  of  any  part  of  our  Institution,  much  preferring  to  have 
the  patients,  and  the  general  appearance  of  the  building  itself,  tell  their  own 
story. 

During  the  past  year,  increased  interest  and  sympathy  in  the  work  by  the 
general  public  has  been  shown  daily.  This  is  evinced  by  the  contributions  we 
receive,  and  the  kindly  remarks  that  are  uttered.  Aside  from  the  interest 
merely  in  the  physical  well-being  of  our  patients,  much  kindness  has  been 
shown  in  the  providing  of  musical  and  intellectual  treats.  Some  of  the  best 
talent  that  our  city  affords,  have  cheerfully  given  of  their  valuable  time  and 
efforts  to  amuse  those  who  otherwise  would  be  debarred  from  all  scenes  of 
entertainment . 

To  the  clergymen  and  hospital  workers  of  Parkdale,  whose  interest  in  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  the  patients  is  unabated,  we  wish  to  extend  our  grateful 
acknowledgement. 

The  Training  School  in  connection  with  the  Institution  is  doing  faithful 
and  efificient  service.  Although  variety  in  the  work  is  of  necessity  limited,  the 
nurses  adapt  themselves  most  readily  to  the  existing  conditions,  and  aid  in 
every  way  to  further  the  best  interests  of  the  vSchool.  Their  training  in  theory 
is  of  the  best  that  can  be  provided.  The  doctors  on  our  visiting  staff,  as  well 
as  the  resident  doctors,  have  been  most  zealous  in  their  efforts  to  make  the  work 
of  the  School  a  success.  The  progress  of  the  class  in  massage  is  most  encourag- 
ing. We  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  Grant  MacDonald,  one  of  our  directresses,  for 
this  department.  In  recognition  of  the  fact,  the  class  is  known  as  "  The  Grant 
MacDonald  Massage  Class."  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  six  months' 
post  graduate  course  in  the  Woman's  Hospital  in  Detroit,  whereby  our  nurses 
will  have  the  advantage  of  valuable  experience  in  obstetrics,  gynaecology,  and 
surgery.  In  addition,  a  diet  kitchen  is  being  established,  wherein  each  nurse 
will  have  practical  experience  in  invalid  cookery.  In  view  of  these  facts  we 
feel  that  our  Training  School  will  soon  be  able  to  keep  pace  with  that  of  other 
Institutions. 

To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Management  too  much  tribute  cannot  be 
paid  for  their  unflagging  zeal  in  every  department  of  the  work  of  this  noble 
charity.  No  detail  is  neglected  that  could  aid  in  any  way  to  the  comfort  of 
patients,  nurses  and  officers.  I  am  voicing  the  sentiments  of  all  the  inmates, 
in  tendering  their  hearty  acknowledgement.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  thirteen  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Management,  with  an  average  attendance  of  eleven  members.  The  Executive 
Committee  has  had  thirty-seven  meetings,  with  an  average  attendance  of  five 
members. 

On  the  ist  of  October,  1905,  there  were  131  patients  in  residence.  Since 
that  date  40  patients  have  been  admitted,  28  deaths  have  occurred  3  were 
suflficiently  recovered  to  leave  to  reside  with  friends,  and  one  went  to  the  London 
Home  for  Incurables.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  we  have  cared  for  171  patients 
during  the  past  year.     At  present  there  are  139  names  on  the  roll. 

The  purpose  of  the  Home  is  to  mitigate  the  suffering  of  those  whose  disease 
leaves  hope  for  nothing  but  temporary  relief,  and  every  effort  is  put  forth  to 
ensure  that  no  others  are  admitted.  The  total  number  of  day's  stay  for  all  the 
patients  for  the  past  year  is  49,369,  averaging  2S8  days  per  patient. 

Of  the  139  patients  now  in  residence,  85  are  absolutely  free,  and  are  depen- 
dent on  the  Home  for  food,  clothing,  nursing  and  medical  attention.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  lack  of  accommodation  prevents  the  admission  of  many  applicants 
some  of  whom  have  been  waiting  for  months. 

The  financial  statement  for  the  year  shows  an  expenditure  of  $26,657.23 
for  maintenance.  While  this  is  an  increase  over  last  year,  it  is  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  more  patients  have  been  cared  for,  necessitating  more  nurses 
and  servants,  and  the  cost  of  supplies  has  increased  greatly.  The  total  receipts 
for  the  year  amount  to  $23,778.25.  Of  this  amount  $1,400.00  was  received  from 
legacies  and  $3,766.80  from  private  subscriptions.  We  arc  greatly  aided  in  our 
work  by  the  grants  received  from  the  Government  of  Ontario  and  the  City  of 
Toronto.  In  fact,  if  it  were  not  for  this  assistance,  we  should  be  in  serious 
financial   difficulty. 

We  desire  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  oiu"  thanks  to  Messrs.  Wm. 
Mortimer  Clark,  Gray  &  Baird,  for  their  valuable  legal  services. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  Messrs.  Clarkson  &  Cross  for  their  kindness  in 
annually  auditing  our  books. 

A  great  many  others  have  liberally  aided  us  in  our  work  whose  names  will 
be  found  in  the  list  of  subscribers,  and  also  in  the  donation  list,  and  to  all  who 
have  helped  us,  we  extend  our  heartfelt  thanks.
